Bandits 
Slay l l 
In Robbery

MEXICO CITY (UPI) — The 
bank teller was too nervous to 
open 
the 
cash 
draw er. 
The 
bandits shot him to death. Six 
policemen died with him. 
Before the dozen guerrillas 
ended 
their 
bank 
raid 
and 
escape Friday, eleven persons 
lay 
dead, 
including 
eight 
policemen, a cashier and two 
bystanders. The bandits fled 
with $16,000. 
“These people were out to 
liquidate every policeman in or 
around the bank,” one detective 
said. “ As they d rove aw ay , 
they even fired at traffic cops 
standing on street corners.”

said 
two 
guerrillas 
were arrested and the others 
escaped with the money from 
the tellers’ cages after failing 
to open the bank’s vault. 
Mexico City police Chief Gen. 
Daniel Gutierrez Santos said

F a ts ” Wanderone may have the 
compassion of Attila the Hun in 
a pool hall, but he’s a pushover 
for a homeless pooch.

best known pool shark in the 
country, has cornered the local 
dog market. 
He has taken in about 30 
homeless dogs and about as 
many cats.

Mrs. Lowell Vickery R I, Falmouth has made a study 
of how moon intensity influences plant grow th Part of her 
knowledge comes from personal observation but much of 
it was told her by her grandmother and observing an­ 
cestors. 
Fifty six years ago. shortly after she was married, she 
watched her husband build a fence near the chicken 
house As he set the posts, she checked her almanac, and 
observed. “ They will never set tight in the ground. You 
are digging the holes and setting the posts in the light of 
the moon " So he quit and set the rest of the posts in the 
dark of the moon. Her predictions came true. Slowly the 
first posts easied up six inches but the other posts 
remained firm. Since that time, they have consulted the 
Farmers Almanac on many decisions and found her 
knowledge of great value. 
One day as they were driving home, a neighbor was 
planting peas, as they stopped to “ neigh,” she happened 
to mention that the seeds were being planted not only in 
the light of the moon but under the sign of the flower girl, 
and “ you will not have a good crop of peas.” Her neighbor 
scoffed at this and went on planting. The seeds all 
sprouted, the vines flourished, and were covered with 
blossoms. ..however the blooms fell off, and there were 
no mature peas. 
The dark of the moon and the light of the moon are 
the

Vickery, 
not 
everyone 
understands 
what 
is 
meant 
by 
these terms. For example, the light of the moon does not 
mean exactly the time w hen the moon is full and reflects 
the most light during the night. The light of the moon can 
mean a “ new moon” or the time when the size of the moon 
(to us) is on the increase. This includes the period during 
the first and second quarter. The round full moon then 
starts getting smaller giving less light. . these quarters 
are called the dark of the moon. 
Root crops should be planted in the dark of the moon or 
w hen the size of the moon is on the decrease. Lettuce and 
leafy vegetables should be planted in the light of the 
moon. If you don't understand, she given this method of 
proving the accuracy of her statement. Put a board on the 
grass. The grass will grow out from under the board 
during the light of the moon, but there will be no growth 
when the board is laid during the dark of the moon. 
Radishes, for example, planted during the dark of the 
moon will form nice radishes with little tops. Potatoes 
planted under the wrong sign will have healthy vines but 
the potatoes will be small, stay green, come to the sur­ 
face. and often “ sunburn.” 
She has built up a reputation for accuracy with her 
neighbors and she is often called before calves are 
dehorned, or weaned and before pigs are weaned and 
castrated. In this case, she follows a more difficult Zodiac 
calculation and advises, for example, that the calves be 
weaned after the sign of the zodiac leaves the body and is 
down to the thighs.

An easy source 
for state 
revenue is to find a new field to 
be licensed. 
For years the state has 
licensed beauty operators, with 
some 40,000 Hoosiers legally 
practicing the trade. The 1971 
General Assembly took a look at 
the field, and created a new 
license 
for 
‘‘Master 
Cosmetologists,” with the fees 
nearly three times as great as 
an operator. No additional 
educational requirements were 
established, nor any more 
benefits. 
The law contained a ‘‘grand 
father” clause, 
permitting 
existing beauty operators to 
obtain the “ Master” license 
without 
further examination 
giving rise to speculation some 
additional requirements would 
be established in the future 
Checks and 
money orders 
poured in, seeking the privilege 
of paying more for a license 
Subsequent legislators have 
considered what should be 
entailed in such a license. 
The current session had one 
bill 
which 
would 
require

Master’s license to operate £ 
beauty shop. It failed to pass 
There are many one person 
owner-operator shops which 
would have been effected. As 
result, the Senate has requested 
the Board of Beauty Culturist

next session. 
A similar licensing bonanza 
has been found in the hunting 
field. Hoosier residents can pay 
$5.25 extra for their Hunting 
license and take part in the sixth 
modern-day wild turkey season 
April 24-28. Hunting is restricted 
to parts of eleven Southern 
Indiana counties. 
Thousands of Hoosiers paid 
the extra fee during the last 
six years to seek fresh air and 
exercise in the early mornings 
tramping the fields, but little 
else.

The 
program was successful, and 
new areas are now opened by 
trapping and transplanting 
from the original stock. 
Another even more successful 
stocking program brought no 
increase in license fees, but 
considerable interest to sport­ 
smen and many tourist dollars. 
Faced with an over abundance 
of dying alewives, the Depart­ 
ment of Natural Resources 
found they were a source of feed 
for Coho salmon which could 
live in Lake Michigan. 
Coho salmon wh;oh rn'lid Rve in 
LaS:c Michigan.* 
Fingerlings were purchased 
from the West Coast hatcheries 
and released in Lake Michigan 
Many returned,spawned, and 
the breed thrived. It was found 
that lake trout could survive, 
and a new sport was launched. 
After five years of planning, the 
state will open its first cold 
water hatchery to produce half 
a million trout and salmon 
annually. Improvised hatching 
facilities, in use since 1968, 
demonstrated the feasibility of 
stocking the tributaries. 
The new facility was cost 
shared by the U S government, 
and financed exclusively with 
revenue from hunting and 
fishing license sales. In full 
production, the new hatchery 
costing $900,(HK), will produce 
nearly three quarters of a 
million fingerlings a year

Kits to build your own hand­ 
guns cost as little as $20, with 
rifles running up from $70 to 
$200. You can improve on the 
designs, add handwork to the 
guns and stocks.

■ Although I support the idea of 
collective bargaining for police and 
firemen, I was compelled to veto a 
bargaining bill because it had 
major defects. 
I have insisted, and I think nearly 
everyone would agree, that any 
collective bargaining legislation for 
police and firemen include a strong 
no-strike provision. The special na­ 
ture of police and fire protection is 
such that it clearly is against the 
public interest for these services to 
be interrupted. Lives would be in 
danger. 
The bill I vetoed did not have the 
safeguard against strikes. Unlike a 
bargaining bill for teachers which 
did include a firm no-strike provi­ 
sion, the police-firemen bill han­ 
dled the strike issue in a rather 
vague manner. Most important, its 
language about strikes was placed 
in a portion of the bill that does not 
become part of the Indiana Code 
and is not binding on the courts. In 
other words, the language was 
meaningless. 
Another important defect was 
the absence of procedures to pro­ 
tect the financial integrity of local 
governm ent. Many m ayors — of 
both political parties — joined in 


an effort to defeat the biti because 
it threatened the financial health of 
their cities and towns. 
Another fault was the opening up 
of bargaining to certain policy 
issues which belong in the hands 
of the officials you and I elect to 
run local government. 
I have emphasized that our po­ 
lice and fire pension programs cry 
out for reform. Taxpayers face 
staggering costs if the present 
system is continued. 
Frankly, I believe that passage of 
the collective bargaining bill would 
have all but k illed h opes of 
progress on pension reform We 
simply cannot allow pension re­ 
form to be sidetracked. 
Resolution of pension and bar­ 
gaining issues must go hand-in- 
hand. That was not the case in this 
legislative session. It was another 
compelling reason for a veto. 
I hope that we can achieve col­ 
lective bargaining for policemen 
and firemen. It is a useful tool; it 
provides assurances that they will 
receive equitable treatment. 
I look forward to the day that I 
have the pleasure of signing a 
good bargaining bill. This one 
wasn't.

attitude that they will not help 
them.

overboard to vote against a ban 
on aiding our enemies."

The explosive was a “ weap­ 
ons related" device code named 
“ Edam ,” a spokesman said.

would not reveal the power of 
the explosive, saying only that 
it fell within the broad range of 
20 to 200 kilotons, the standard 
federal description of virtually 


all nuclear explosions, giving a

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One of the memories of my 
childhood is a little gray haired 
man who sometimes came to 
the 
church 
I attended. 
He 
always sat in the front pew and 
sang loudly and rose to “testify” 
with enthusiasm. Since this was 
not a regular custom inT our 
church, we children were apt to 
giggle with amusement at what 
we considered his old-fashioned 
ways. We could not understand 
why our elders treated this 
funny little man with such 
respect always addressing him 
as THE MAJOR, as if there had 
never been another m ajor. 
When we grew older, we un­ 
derstood. 
This man was Major Samuel 
Woodfin, named the outstanding 
soldier of World War One by 
General Black Jack Pershing, 
and holder of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. Born on a farm 
in the little com m unity of 
Bellville, 
Indiana 
in 
1883, 
Samuel grew up as a typical 
farm 
boy. 
His father John 
Samuel had served in the 
Mexican War with the fifth 
Indiana, and when the Civil War 
erupted had marched off again 
as a Captain in the Fifty-fifth 
Indiana. This undoubtedly in­ 
fluenced Samuel to choose a 
military career. 
In 1901 he joined the Army and 
spent the first three years of his 
enlistment in the Phillipinses. 
The next eight years were spent 
in Alaska. Here he brought 
himself to the attention of big 
game hunters all over the world 
when he killed two large polar 
bears and one giant brown bear 
in a single day. 
Whe Pacho Villa began to 
raise trouble on the Mexican 
border, Samuel was stationed 
there. He was still there when 
World War I broke out. At that 
time 
he 
was 
a 
Sergeant 
and was set to training the 
new “doughboys” after being 
prom oted 
to 
a 
Second 
Lieutenant. Samuel did not care 
for this new assignment and 
finally succeeded in being 
transferred to the Fifth Division 
of the Sixtieth Infantry. Within a 
few weeks he was sent overseas. 
In March of 1918 Woodfin 
fought his first battle at St. 
Mihiel and was promoted to 
First 
Lieutenant. 
In 
the 
following September he fought 
in the 
bloody engagem ent 
known as the Battle of the 
Argonne. A month later his 
company was still dug in bet­ 
ween the Argonne Forest and 
Muse River. It was here on 
October 12, 1918 that he won his 
title of “ American’s greatest 
doughboy.” 
Shortly after dawn that day he 
and his men were ordered “over 
the top.” Their assignment was 
to drive the Germans out of 
several 
m achine 
gun 
em ­ 
placem ents that were suc­ 
cessfully 
checking 
the 
Am erican 
advance. 
Lt. 
Woodfull led the way with two 
soldiers backing him up at 
twenty-five yards. Leaving the 
two men to draw fire from the 
Germans he worked his way 
around their flank without being 
discovered until he was within 
ten yards of the gun. 
The Germans stopped firing 
their gun and cam e after 
Woodfin. He killed three of them 
with his rifle and then was close 
enough to engage the fourth in 
hand to hand combat. Failing to 
club the officer with his rifle 
butt, Woodfin drew his pistol 
and killed the man While his 
company continued to advance. 
Woodfin rushed to the next 
emplacement. Here his com­ 
pany continued to 
advance. 
Woodfin rushed to the next 
emplacement. 
Here he shot 
several 
more Germans 
and 
captured three more. 
A few minutes later W'oodfill 
repeated this performance on a 
third emplacement. Here he 
killed five men with his rifle. 
Men from another emplacement 
a few yards away began to fire 
at him Woodfin seized a pick 
and attacked them killing two of 
them. 
The Congressional Medal of 
Honor which he won for these 
acts says, “Inspired by the 
exceptional courage displayed 
by this officer, his men pressed 
on to their objective under 
severe shell and roaching gun 
fire.” Wounded during this 
action, Woodfin also received 
the Purple Heart, the Legion of 
Honor and Croix de Guerre from 
France; Die Croce di Guerra 
from Italy and the Order of 
Prince 
Danilo 
from 
Mon­ 
tenegro 
Woodfin was so modest he did 
not even tell his company he 
was going to receive these 
decorations when he was or­ 
dered to Chaumont for their 
presentation. He merely asked 


for three days leave and let his 
men learn of it second hand. He 
was also promoted to Captain, 
but his was a 
tem porary 
promotion. After the war he 
resum ed his 
old 
rank 
of 
Sergeant 
In the summer of 1921 when 
the United States decided to 
bring back an unknown soldier 
and enshrine him at Arlington 
Cemetery, 
General 
Pershing 
named Samuel Woodfin to act 
as one of the pallbearers along 
with the better known Sgt. Alvin 
York. Thirty-seven years later 
Woodfin also was a pallbearer 
at General Pershing’s funeral. 
In 1922 Woodfin retired from 
the Army and went to live at 
Fort Thomas, Kentucky where 
he and his wife lived on a small 
farm. The world forgot about 
him until December 7, 1941. 
With the beginning of World 
War II Woodfin came out of 
retirem ent. Now fifty-eight 
years old, he was commissioned 


a Major and was set to training 
and inspiring young officers. 
At the end of that conflict 
Woodfin again returned to 
civilian life. Since his wife had 
died, he 
returned to Vevay, 
Indiana where he worked as a 
handyman. He died there in 1951 
and was laid to rest in the little 
country cemetery of Hebron in 
Jefferson 
County, 
again 
forgotten by the world. The 
house where he lived was torn 
down to make way for a gas 
station. 
In 1955 a new spaperm an 
stumbled across his neglected, 
weed covered grave. The story 
he wrote brought the old soldier 
to national attention again. 
Arlington National Cemetery 
requested that his body be 
moved to an honored place there 
and today he rests with the other 
men who died for their country 
and freedom.

Congress To Ponder Packer 
Cattle Feeder Programs

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con­ 
gress is moving toward con­ 
sideration, 
perhaps 
this 
summer, of two major pieces of 
legislation that could have far- 
ranging impact on the nation’s 
meat industry. 
One 
of 
the 
two 
bills, 
introduced recently by Rep. 
Neal 
Smith, 
D-Iowa, 
would 
forbid large meat packers and 
grocery chains to fatten cattle 
in feedlots. 
Smith contends that packers 
and chains who feed their own 
cattle are able, when beef is in 
surplus, to depress prices for 
independent cattlemen without 
passing 
the 
savings 
on 
to 
consumers. 
Smith said an Agriculture 
Department study in 1966 found 
that 
one 
out 
of 
every 
IO 
animals in cattle feedlots at 
that time was being fed by “a 
packer or an interest associated 


with a packer.” 
When 
those 
cattle 
were 
marketed, the study concluded, 
they were producing 
“more 
than IO times the downward 
pressure on 
the live cattle 
market than the same number 
of 
cattle 
would 
have 
if 
m arketed 
by 
independent 
producers,” Smith said. 
“Since 1966, the percentage of 
cattle owned and controlled by 
packers and chain'stores has 
obviously increased and thus 
the 
anticom petitive 
forces 
would be much greater,” Smith 
added. 
Cattle producers, in the past, 
have been divided on proposals 
to force packers out of the 
cattle growing business. 
Some, largely in the Midwest, 
have favored the idea at least 
in principle, an industry source 
said. But the big American 
National Cattlemen’s Associa­ 
tion has traditionally opposed 
the idea. 


W.C. McMillan, ANCA vice 
president, said in an interview 
that 
leaders 
of 
the 
group 
probably 
will 
review 
their 
policy at a meeting soon. But 
for 
the 
present, 
at 
least, 
McMillan added, “We have a 
policy that this is a two-way 
street, and if you prevented 
packers from feeding cattle 
you’d also be blocking feeders 
who wanted to get into the 
packing business.” 
The second piece of legisla­ 
tion pending in both the Senate 
and House would authorize the 
Agriculture Department to re­ 
quire packers to post “reasona­ 
ble” bonds for the protection of 
farmers who sell livestock to 
the packing plants. The bill was 
drafted after American Beef 
Packers, Inc., encountered fi­ 
nancial troubles recently and 
left midwestern farmers unpaid 
for millions of dollars worth of 
cattle and hogs.
